MOSCOW. — Senator Edward Ken- 
nedy yesterday ran up against 
angry Soviet professors who ac- 


cused him of staging a provocation . 


when he sought to discover whether

BELFAST (UPI). — A new burst 
of shooting incidents in Northern 
Ireland’ pushed the violence death 
toll in the bitterly divided British 
province past the 1,000 mark yes- 
terday. 

Petrol station owner James Mur- 
phy was found shot to death near 
his garage in the village of Hin- 
waley, about five kms.

MARIETTA, Georgia (AP). — Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissinger 
reaffirmed yesterday that the U.S. 
is not yet ready to re-establish dip- 
lomatic relations with Cuba. 

He commented briefly as reporters 
gathered for his departure from 
Dobbins Air Force Base in suburban 
Marietta back to Washington. 

Kissinger was asked why he had 
not mentioned Cuba in a speech on 
Saturday to the Organization of 
American States (OAS) meeting in 
Atlanta. “Because we will not be 
establishing diplomatic relations 
with Cuba,” he replied. 

He did not elaborate, except to 
add that he did not expect the re- 
cognition of Fidel Castro's Cuba to 
be an issue among OAS parti- 
cipants. 

U.S. officials on Saturday had 
explained the omission of Cuba from 
Kissinger’s speech as an attempt to 
avoid any actions that could weaken 
President Nixon’s support at home 
in his efforts to fight impeachment. 

Cuba has let it be known that 
it is interested in becoming an 
active participant in inter-American 
affairs.

Nixon will give transcripts 
of some subpoenaed tapes 


LOS ANGELES (AP). — President 
Richard Nixon is expected to pro- 
vide a lengthy statement this week, 
composed mainly of transcripts of 
some of the 42 taped conversations 
subpoenaed by the Congressional 
Judiciary Committee that ia consider- 
ing his impeachment, the Los An- 
geles “Times” reported yesterday. 

Nixon may turn over transcripts 
of 36 conversations, but probably 
fewer, the “Times” said, The state- 
ment will be hundreds of pages 
long, it said. 

Five of the 42 tapes are believed 
not to exist, the “Times” sald. In 
addition, the newspaper quoted un-

US. arrests 41 
Haitians trying 
illegal entry 


VERO BEACH, Florida (AP). — A 
sailboat carrying 41 Haitian refu- 
gees landed near this Aulantic Coast 
town on Saturday, the U.S. Border 
Patrol said. 

Spokesman Robert Woytych said 
the Haitians were aboard 2 45-foot 
sallboat and were immediately taken 
into custody. 

Woytych said the 30 men and 11 
women Im the group were being 
transported to border patrol head- 
quarters in Miami for questioning. 

Since December 1972, more than 
400 Haitians have made the 750- 
mle trip from thelr island home- 
land toe the Florida Coast, many in 
leaky boats.

‘Country club’ EEC session 


BONN (UPI). — Foreign ministers 
of the European Common Market 
nations ended a weekend of pri- 
vate talks yesterday with some 
hard thinking on whether they 
really expect or want a united Eu- 
rape. 


The ministers spent both days 
talking, sleeping and eating inside 
the moat and walls of Schloss Gym- 
nich, a castle near Bonn. They 
brought only one aide each, esche- 
‘wed communiques and b: and 
kept newsmen outside the gate, a 
haif mile away. 

But some details leaked out, and 
they told of long, philosophical con- 
versations on a subject that is still 
officially taboo — the growing di- 
sillusionment in European govern- 
ments with the Common Market’s 
original gosl of political union. 

British Foreign Secretary James 
Callaghan brought the issue Into 
the open at a Foreign Ministers’ 
meeting earlier this month, For the 
first time in a formal Common Mar- 
ket session, he questioned both the 
possibility and the wisdom of poli- 
fieal union, especially the goal of 
union by 1980 to which the nine 
nations pledged themselves in 1972. 

France always has opposed a 
union that would submerge each 
nation’s identity. The new British 
Labour Party Government is openly 
hostile to sich unity and Denmark 
is suspicious. Even West Germany 
‘was said by German sources to be 
increasingly doubtful that {it was 


possible.

Mosley banned 
from W. Germany 


LONDON (JTA). — The “Sunday

desirable alien” and cannot enter the 
country. 

Mosley, who was travelling by train 
from Paris to Munich, was stopped 
at the West German frontier, told’ 
of the ban and sent back to Paris, 
Be had been scheduled to speak in 
Munich about his ideas for Europe. 
These differ from those of Chancel- 
lor Willy Brandt in that Mosley does 
not believe in “Ostpolitik” — friend- 
ly overtures towards the East. 


Chaban wants European 
‘independence’ from the U.S. 


PARIS (UPI). — Presidential can- 
didate Jacques Chaban-Delmas has 
come out for closer relations between 
France and Germany but against 
prior consultations between Europe 
and Washington before Europe makes 
decisions affecting U.S. interests. 

The official candidate of the ruling 
Gaullist Party granted a weekend in- 
terview to representatives of the 
Anglo-American press corps in which 
he said, “French-German relations 
must go back to where they were 
when Adenauer and de Gaulle signed 
the Franco-German friendship agree- 
ment.” 

Under the regime of the late Pre- 
sident Pompidou, France and Ger- 
many disagreed on several points of 
Common, Market policy and on rela- 
tions with the U.S. 

Meeting the press in a small tele- 
vision studio on the Rue de la Paix, 
Chaban-Delmas, 59, once again sald 
he approved of the de Gaulle-Pom- 
pidou icy of “independence” from 
the U.S. although “there could be 
differences in personal style.” 

Asked if he was opposed to prior 
U.S.-Europe consultations before 
European policies are decided, the 
candidate said, “That road would be 
the road to dependence. Europe must’ 
not be against the United States, but 
it must have freedom of decision, 
which was what de Gaulle had in 
mind w! he proposed a European 
Europe.”

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Niger battles against 


ecological disaster

NIAMEY, (Niger). — In this vast 


sub-Saharan land where the ground 
is often so hot that precious rain 
evaporates before it hits, the sun- 
bleached bones of dead cattle litter 
the countryside from the desert out- 
post of Agadez to this riverside ca- 
pital-in the south. 

Sprawling refugee camps — squa- 
lid clusters of hundreds of waist- 
high hovels of grass matting — 
house tens of thousands of nomads 
fleeing the sun-baked sandy wastes 
of the Sahara Desert to the north. 

Niger, a semi-desert nation of 42 
million nomads and subsistence far- 
mers landlocked in the heart of 
Africa, is struggling to survive an 
ecological disaster. 

West Africa’s savage six-year 
drought has had a crippling impact 
on the rural economy of this former 
French colony, one of the poorest 
nations in the world. Senegal, Mau- 
ritania, Mali, Upper Volta and Chad 

have also been hit hard by the 
drought, but Niger is considered 
one of the worst off. 

United Nations relief officials 
estimate that half the population 
has been affected by the lingering 
dry spell that has wiped out crops 
and destroyed millions of 
goats, sheep and camels. 

‘According to one estimate, about 
800,000 persons in Niger are now 
receiving some of the food grain 
arriving from the United States and

This is an especially 
heavy loss when one considers that 
livestock-raising employs almost one 
fifth of the population and that 
cattle on the hoof accounted for al- 
most 20 per cent of the country’s 
exports by value in 1971, the U.S. 
report said. 

Production of two food crops, mil- 
let and sorghum, reaches one mil- 
lion tons in a normal year, but be- 
cause of the 1972-73 crop failures 
more than 100,000 tons had to be 
imported.

IN LATIN 


By DAVID VIDAL 
BRASILIA (AP), — 
NDER an anti-Marxist bannner, a new alliance 
appears to be shaping up in the heart of Latin 
America, uniting the four military-backed govern- 
ments of Brazil, Bolivia, Chile and Uruguay. 

Nothing formal exists on paper and the heads of 
the four governments actually deny such o pact. 
But a tacit arrangement among them [5 accepted 
as a reality by many other Latin American coun- 
tries. : 

The new lineup is thought to have been conceived 
@ month ago when the four Heads of State met at 
the Inauguration of Brazil's new President. 

Thus for the countries sny their get-togethers 
were aimed only at increasing economic cooperation 
among them. New business arrangements have in 
fact been put in the worka. But more important 
political aims are attributed to the group, such as 
a joint effort against Communism on the South 
American continent. 

This is viewed with some disfavour by both 
Argentina and Peru, 

The Peron government has allowed the Communist 
Party to operate in the open for the first time in 
27 yenrs and its Jeaders often meet with the 
Argentine President. 

Peru, the left-leaning military regime, has been 
engaged In an arms race with Chile. It fears the 
balance in Latin foreign relations could become 
unfavourable to Peru with Chilean adherence to a 
broad anti-Marxist front. 

Unlike their four important neighbours, Argen- 
tina and Pern maintain diplomatic ties with Cuba. 
Both enjoyed excellent relations with the Chilean 
regime of Marxist President Salvador Allende, again 
m contrast to Bolivia, Brazil and Uruguay. And 
both have historical feuds with members of the 
rightist group. 

Argentinn and Brazil have never reached agree- 
ment over the usc of international rivers. Perv has 
not forgotten the loss of thousands of square miles 
to Chile In a war 100 years ago. 

Inside the group of four itself there is an emo- 
tional territorial issue between Chile and Bolivia, 
who broke diplomatic relations 12 yeara ago in a 
border dispute over a river. 

But differences among the group of four here 
become subordinate to the use of anti-Communism 
a3 a means for united efforts in economic develop- 
ment,

“An alliance with a political base of the type 
one hears about bas no future in Latin America 
and would be going against history,” an Argentine 
government official said. 

In Pern, President Juan Velasco Alvorado reacted 
to the alliance talk by invoking a treaty which for- 
bids Chile from settling certain territorial claims 
with Bolivia without prior Peruvian consent. 

The original reports on the new alliance emerged 
in March when Gen. Augusto Pinochet of Chile, Gen. 
Ugo Banzer of Bolivia, and President Juan Maria 
Bordaberry of Uruguay came to Brasilia for the 
inauguration of Gen. Ernesto Geisel as president. 

They were strengthened by similarities in the do- 
mestic policies and governmental makeup of each 
country. 

The Communist Party is legal in all four nations 
and they all oppose any softening in the continental 
boycott against Cuba or the establishment of dip- 
lomatic relations with Havana. The Chilean Junta 
severed relations with Fidel Castro within 24 hours 
after coming to power last September. 

Three of the countries are ruled by generals 
turned presidents while in Uruguay civilian rancher 
Bordaberry rules with open military backing. 

When the Allende government fell in Chile, Brazil. 
and Uruguay extended diplomatic recognition to the 
milltary junta within two days — in an overt sign 
of approval. 

Uruguay shut down the Communist newspaper 
“El Popular” several days after it reported on the 
Chilean coup in a way regarded as “endangering 
good relations with a friendly government.” 

Federal censors in Brasilia issued orders banning 
any hostile news stories on Chile in the Brazilian 
press. 

International Communism is frequently blamed 
for critical foreign reactions to Chile, while there 
is a permanent campaign in Uruguay to blame Com- 
munism and Marxism for the country’s political 
and economic ils. 

It was within this context that Brazil's Geisel 
™met separately and jointly on March 16 with his 
colleagues from Bolivia, Chile and Uruguay. “We 


we have a common approach towards a common 
enemy," Uruguay's Bordaberry said later. 

Chile's Pinochet echoed a similar opinion, while 
denylng any formal alliance. The President af Boli- 
via said he found “an ideological community,” which 
observers took to mean a tacit alliance. 


Dutch team uncovers clues 
in World War II deaths

THE HAGUE (UPI). — 

C was about noon on that cold 

day of January 11, 1944, that 

Gunner John Lantz, a 19-year-old 

American afrman, parachuted into 

the icy water of what wags once 

known as the Zuyder Sea in 
Holland. 

Now, 30 years later, a Dutch 
crew of 12 men led by 45-year-old 
Lt.-Col. Arle P. De Jong, have re- 
covered the tail section of the B-17 
Flying Fortress in which Lanz and 
nine other U.S. airmen were re- 
turning from a bombing mission 
over Nazi Germany. With three of 
its four engines dead, the order 
was given to bale out, 

The plane crashed into the sea, 
one of an estimated 500 to 800 
Allied and German World War IE 
planes that found a common grave 
in_its shallow, seven metre waters. 
‘In 1982, the Dutch built a dike 
enclosing:: the Zuyder Sea and 
renamed it the ‘jesel Lake. 
When they started pumping out

De Jong and his crew so far 
have recovered all or parts of 95 
panes.

The recovery programme ,initial- 
ly began in order to clear wrecks 
which interfered with shipping and 
fishing. In 16 of the wrecks, the 
team found human remains. 

“When next-of-kin were informed, 
we received reactions of enormous 
gratitude,” De Jong said. “We 
hope to identify many more wrecks 
and missing airmen in the next 20 
years or so.” 

Although some of the wrecked 
Planes ‘recovered by De Jong and 
his crew were still in remarkably 
good condition: — the tall of a 
German fighter which went down 
with Luftwaffe Capt, August Gelger 
on Sept, 29, 1943, still shows 58 
swastikas indicating as many kills 
on its display stand in the Dutch 
Air Force Museum at Soesterberg

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LABOUR SEEKS LEADER 


THE Labour Party Central 

Committee decided by a 
large majority last night at 2 
packed and noisy meeting to 
‘try to form a new government, 
a project that Mr. Sapir, the 
Party's accepted interna! leader

Committee, 

Mr. Sapir's list of eight can- 
didates —- as he said at first — 
at one time dwindled down to 
almost nothing, as all except 
Mr. Peres decided to refuse to 
enter a race that they were not 
only uncertain of winning, but 
uncertain even of seeing it run 


at all, with equal uncertainty 
as to what they might do with 
the prize were they to win it. 

For if one thing appears _cer- 
tain today, it is that Mr. Sapir 
is right in saying that it is not 
Possible to put together once 
Taore the shaky coalition that 
took so much careful stitching 
the first_time. 

The Party's

A TIME TO CELEBRATE, 
AND A TIME TO MOURN 


By MOSHE KOHN 


HERE iz an ancient Jewish 
prayer which ineludes the 
lines: 

“May You find it pleasing, God, 
to let Your mercy overcome Your 
wrath, and to be ienlent with Your 
children... they do not know how 
to accept either an abundance of 
evil or an abundance of good. 
When You lavish good on them 
they do not know how to accept 
it. When You visit Your wrath on 
them they do not know how to 
accept it...” 

I am reminded of this prayer by 
‘the official and the general — 
though by no means unanimous — 
uncomfortable feeling about this 
year’s Independence Day. 

In the “normal” years since 1948, 
and certainly in the good, elated 
years following the Six Day War, 
no one would hear a word of cri- 
ticism about the lavish, gaudy, ir- 
relevant character of so much of 
the “official” celebration of In- 
dependence Day. Anyone daring to 
criticize the frequently spectacular 
military parades, especially in 1968 
and Jast year; anyone expressing 
reservations about the immense 
funds spent on swamping the 
country with the blare of loud- 
speakers in parks and public squares 
carrying the screeching of honky- 
tonk singers and comedians belt- 
ing out Hebrew translations of 
American and French pop songs 
and telling Israeli. versions of stale 
American jokes; anyone not 
amused by or not understanding 
the significance of the pounding 
of plastic hammers on heads on

Sir, — In my past three visits 
to Israel, I wag always pleased with 
the hospitality and help that I re- 
celved from the Israeli people and 
officials. But on this visit, I “mas- 
queraded" as an Israeli — that is, 
I mustered a meagre but adequate 
Hebrew vocabulary, and had the oc- 
casional use of my Israeli uncle's 
battered Renault. ᾿ 

Alas, the change in people's at- 
titudes — “Another Israeli to push 
around!" From the moment I ar- 
rived, a presumed Israeli passport 
wes demanded of me; customs of- 
ficials and bank and store clerks 
were rude; the traffic police sud- 
denly appeared to warn me fincor- 
rectly) of proper parking habits: 
drivers cursed at me; gate guards 
refused me admittance to Univer- 
sities where I was invited to lecture, 
ete., etc, But all this changed when 
I reverted to my native Americanese 
and used a rented car. 

Exceptions to the above behaviour 


Independence Day Eve, was con- 
sidered a benighted new immigrant 
or a snobbish egghead. Suggestions 
at the beginning of the State and 
since that Memorial Day and In- 
dependence Day be separated in- 
stead of the latter rolling right off 
the former were shrugged off. The 
way the kibbutzim generally, and 
the religious kibbutzim — but also 
the religious-Zlonist Jews of the 
cities especially, marked In- 
dependence Day, in the spirit of 
Passover and the Passover Eve 
Seder, was considered irrelevant 
for ordinary mortals. “When Yon 
lavish good on them “they do not 
know how to accept it.” 

“When You visit Your wrath on 
them they -.do not know how to 
accept it.” This year, 5734 on the 
Jewish calendar, we have had Yom 
Kippur with its large toll (yet, re- 
latively only one tenth of the toll 
that ‘the 1947-48 War of Indepen- 
dence took) and, during Passover 
week, the Kiryat Shmona massacre. 
But even before Kiryat Shmona 
people were already uttering ‘“In- 
dependence Day” as though it were 
an obscene secret about us, and 
the relevant Government bodies were 
taking their annual public-opinion 
surveys to find out how many 
plastic hammers to order this year, 
how many “entertainment plat- 
forms" to set up, and how many 
Israeli or foreign entertainers to 
import this year, at fancy 
prices, from America, Germany, 
France and England. And it was 
decided, “in light of the situation,” 
to “tone down” this year's Inde- 
pendence Day celebrations, and not 
to usher Independence Day in of- 


ficially as soon as Memeorial Day 
is officlally ushered out, 
have always done tll now. 
As though what happened on γα Ὁ 
5, 5708 — May 14, 1948, and 
all our magnificent 
since — God's abundant goodness, 
if you wish — have been cancelled 
out by Yom Kippur 5734-1973, As 
though the events of the ninth of 
Av 586 B.C.E. and 70 ΒΟ. can- 
celled out what happened that first 
Passover night in Egypt about 
3.100 years ago. As though a tra- 
gedy to, or a mistake by, a per- 
son cancels out all the happiness 
he enjoyed and generated or all 
the good, creative things he did. 
Some Jews have it easy: when 
we have a victory, they have an 
orgy of celebration; when we have 
a setback, they have an orgy of 
moaning and self-pity. But we are 
the descendants of Jews who knew 
how to celebrate Passover enthu- 
siastically, to mourn suitably on 
Tisha B'av, and to introspect and 
rejoice solemnly on Yom Kippur. 


There are things to celebrate and 
a suitable time and way to celebrate 
them, and there are things to mourn 
and a suitable time and way to 
mourn them. To do each in its 
time and way requires the balance 
of perspective that historical Juda- 
ism the totality of the 
generations that produced us 
Ras always displayed, Let us learn 
what they knew, apply it to our- 
selves, and commemorate our dead 
In the suitable time and way and 
celebrate our regained sovereignty 


in Eretz Yisrael in the suitable time.
